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COUNCIL CONSIDERS 
DEVELOPMENT OF 
WATER SUPPLY 


Growth and development of 
the city of Upland is taxing the 
present domestic water supply 
and although the condition at 
present is not serious, Mayor 
Buffington and members of the 
city council are preparing a prop- 
osition which -may be presented 
to the voters in the neat future. 

By way of preparation the city 
council last night employed Geo. 
S. Hinckley, city engineer of Red- 
lands, to investigate water bear- 
ing lands to the north and west 
of the city as well as the wells, 
water rights and distributing sys- 
tems of the Ocean View Land & 
Water Company and the Citizens 
Land & Water Company. 

Geo. 8S. Hinckley, although well 
known by several men here, 
stands high in his home town» as 
well as the entire east end of 
the county as an engineer of 
ability, specially versed in the 
practical side of water develop- 
ment and delivery to the con- 
sumer. In Redlands’ Mr. Hinck- 
ley built one of the most complete 
and efficient water systems in the 
‘south and it was becatse of his 
work there that the city council 
asked Mr. Hinckley to become 
advisory engineer on the water 
project here. 

Whether or not the city council 
will present to voters the plan 
of a municipal domestic water 
system and ask for a bond issue, 
all depends on: Mr. Hinekley’s 
report which he will start work 
on next Tuesday morning when 
he and the city council will make 
the first trip of inspection. 

With many new homes being 
erected here each year and with 
the population increasing every 
year, the council finds it neces- 
sary to prepare for greater things. 
The present condition is not seri- 
ous, but at the present rate of 
growth a greater. water. supply 
must be developed within the

This great question deserves to be carefully studied by all 
who are interested in real pregress along agricultural lines. 

Proper organization of various agricultural products into ¢co- 
operative marketing associations in this state will mean a very rich 
degree of prosperity.

T streets and highways than the eastern half of the same area. 
The state of California alone has spent $70,000,000 on paved 

roads and after many experiments a government report shows that 

it has turned almost to asphalt and asphaltic concrete. 

From 1894 to December 1, 1922, 314,416,138 square feet of 
asphalt roads have been constructed in the state of California alone. 
If this area of paving were laid in one stripy 16 feet wide, it 
would provide a highway 3700 miles in length, Of this. total, 
123,545,995 square feet, or over 1462 miles, are asphaltic conerete 
base and surface. f 

Only recently the highway commission ealled for alternative 
bids on five-inch asphaltie concrete, to be laid in two courses, and 
five-inch re-inforced hydraulic conerete, 1-2-4 mix, in Marin and 
Sonoma. 

The bid for asphaltic contrete was about $5,000 per mile less 
than that for hydraulic conerete, and a contract was awarded for 
asphaltic concrete construction. 

Where asphaltic concrete wins out over re-inforeed hydraulic 
eonerete by $5,000 a mile less it should teach road officials that 
solid eonerete roads are possible only where facts and experience 
are totally disregarded. ~~

records is emphasized. 

The revenue act of 1921 re- 
quires all persons receiving a 
gross income of $0000 or more 
to file an income tax return re- 
gardless of the amount of net. in- 
come and of the personal exemp- 
tion to which entitled. In the 
ease of farmers, gross income is 
the amount of cash or value of 
merchandise received during the 
year. In determining net income, 
there are allowed all ordinary 
and necessary business expenses 
specified by section 214 of the

IN OLD MEXICO 


General road conditions through- 
out the West for motorists have just 





=|been reported upon by the touring 
& pureau of the Automobile Club of 
=|Southern California. 

= Hundreds of inquiries have been 
2 received at the club offices in re- 
S/gard to condition of highways lead- 
= ing to Mexico City and various 
= points in Mexico from the United 
=|States. And the touring bureau 
= quotes a_ report submitted by the 
=| American Consulate at Guyamas 
=lwhich says that it is not possible 
= to reach Mexico City by automo- 
=|bile from any poiat along the bor- 
fF\aer of Southern California, Arizona 


or New Mexico. It is possible, how- 
ever, to drive to Mexico City by en- 
tering Mexico at Laredo, Texas. The 
trip over that route is not an in- 
viting one, especially to those who 
are not familiar with the country. 
Taken as a whole, the report, which 
is on file at auto club offices, shows 
that Mexican roads at present are 
nothing to boast about. 

The bulk of transcontinental travel 
coming to California over the Na- 
tional Old Trail road is favoring the 
extreme southern route via Tucson, 
Lordsburg and Deming to Mesilla 
Park, thence north via Socorro 
through Albuquerque. The roads will 
be passable between Albuquerque and 
Denver to. Kansas the balance of the 
winter. between storms. No trouble 
should be encountered in traveling 
over the Raton Pass, as the road 
has been recently improved.

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the history of the Venizelos house, 
he made the final remark that he 
hoped order would soon be restored 
in Boudja, that he did not want fire 
and massacre there. ! accompanied 
him to the hig gate, where a big red 
automobile was waiting for him, He 
drove off amid the enthusiastic cheers 
of the Turkish populace that had 
gathered as soon as they heard that 
Kemal had come to town. 

A few of the men who had come 
in for protection were brave, but a 
larger proportion were not. One 
young fellow, the only one other 
than my interpreter who could speak 
English, kept -making remarks such 
as: ‘Perhaps we'll all be killed.” I 
didn’t have the least sympathy for 
such talk, and when one night he 
suggested, “Perhaps the Turks will 
come tonight,’ I said: “I think so, 
in which case I have a horse sad- 
dled ready for you to make a fiying 





trip to Paradise for help.”’ He was 
scared stiff and said: “No, no, Mr. 
Moremen; please, not me.” 


I might tell you a great many 
stories about those uncertain days 
and nights; about the fire that oc- 
curred right across the street, about 
the crazy man, about the Turkish 
soldier who ordered me to give him | 
my shoes in exchange for his;

Finally, through the efforts of Dr. 
Reed and others of the College, the 
opportunity came to. get all the 
orphans off to safety in Saloniki. We 
were told to be ready to leave on 
the morning of the twenty-first. I 
wish you might have seen ed 
brave happy -children make prepara- 
tion for the departure. At five a.m. | 
on the morning named, the long, sil- 
ent procession set out for the rail- 
road station, where & special was 
waiting to take them to the pier 
where the U.S.S. Litéhfield took them 
aboard immediately. I was asked 
by the college to go to Saloniki with 
them to arrange for their location 
and care. 


_ Il] not go into details about the 
arrangements made for the orphans, 
excepting to say that a revolution 
was in progress shortly after our 
atrival, therefore it was difficult to 
get authoritative attention from the 
government. Finally, however, they 
were placed in government institu- 
tions in the cities of Serres and 
Drama in Northern Macedonia. 

My responsibility endéd in this 
work, I then turned my attention 
toward relief work, which had grown 
so tremendously in Greece. After the 
first twenty thousand came to Salon- 
iki, the people said: “We can’t take 
any more,” but they kept coming 
just the same, ten to twenty thous- 
and a day until there were over 
two hundred thousand in the vicinity. 
Besides the Asia Minor refugees, this 
city got most of the Thracian refu- 
gees also. ' 

There were several large refugee 
camps in Saloniki. I was given the 
privilege of taking charge of any 
camp I wished, I chose, therefore, 
the dirtiest, the largest and the most 
needy. | thought the committee 
would back down, thinking it too big 
a proposition to tackle with the lim- 
ited amount of money and supplies 
available; but they didn’t. The 
members of this committee were: 
the American Consul, Mr. Morriss; 
Col. Jarvis, of the British Army; 
Vajor Saunders, of the League of 
Nations and representative of Col. 
Haskell, and Mr. Amoss, Red Cross 
representative in Macedonia, also 
Secretary of the Macedonia Y. M. 
c. A. At the end of a month and 


a half the following was accomplish- 


ed: <A milk kitchen for babies and 
undernourished mothers, a baby wel- 
fare station with trained nurses in 
attendance, an eye clinic, a general 
clinie, a dispensary, three consulting 
and examining rooms, doctors and 
nurses in attendance, a barrack hos- 
vital. another large hospital under 
repair, eguipment already secured 
(some of the beds and all of the 
mattresses bought with your money), 
a bathroom with seven tubs large 
enough to bathe twenty at a time, 
1 soup kitchen with fourteen immense 
hoilers, a Cining room for underfed 
thildren. Resides this, the camp was 
drained and cleaned, the barracks 
were white-washed inside and out. 
™ order to get rid of the typhus- 
bearing lice we compelled every per- 
son in camp to take a bath, have his 
‘lothes deloused and his hair cut. 
Tt was hard work sometimes to get 
people to take a bath. One old wo- 
man yielded only after great per- 
suasion, then remarked: “Alright, 
Vll do it this time;* but never again 
as long as I live.” She said the truth 
for she died in a few days. 

I enjoyed this work greatly and 
would have like to continue, but af- 
ter the Red Cross came I decided to 
return to the college at Smyrna for 
whatever work it had for me. I fnd 
Smyrna calm and peaceful, in strange 
contrast to the scene four months 
‘ago, when the college campus and 
buildings were crowded with two 
thousand refugees and a battle was 
being waged just without the college 
walls between the Turks and the re 
treating Greek army. Miss Way, o 
Whittier, could teli you all about 
that. Right here I wait to say that 
Wiss Way has won the respect of 
everyone who worked with her those 
trying days. She was the last wo- 
man to leave the college and then 
only because she was practically fore- 
ed to. 

I am glad I am here. although | 
do get terribly homesick and _ lone- 
some for the families that formerly 
lived on the campus. There were 
about fifteen youngsters that used to 
lead us fellows a lively and interest- 
time. They have all gone to 
America. But, as I say. I am glad 
to be here on the grounds where the 
“damage was done.” I have been 
rather surprised and have been fore- 
ed to admit that there are two sides 
to the “question.” Greek prisoners 
have told me that their army com-

is accused of being pro-Turk. But 
we must be fair. 

There is hope for Turkey, but it 
vill take men of courage, men of 
love who will be willing 
to help her toward the realization of 
the higher things. She has tremend- 
ous possibilities for evil if no one 
will attempt to understand her and 
guide her. Likewise, tremendous pos- 
sibilities for good if rightly guided. 
If America would concentrate edu- 
ational. economic and religious 
forces in Turkey, I believe we.would 
see a new Turkey one of these days. 

Our college had recently opened. 
We have about fifty students eager 
for an education. Once a week an- 
other instructor and myself go some 
ten or fifteen miles into the interior 
‘o give English lessons to a group 
ef aviation officers. We have been 
very much impressed by the type of 
mer we have found there; neat ap- 
vearing, gentlemanly, alert. 

I am enclosing an order from thé 
Turkish court to appear before that 
hody on January 17th. as witness ir 
an automobile accident that occurred 
three weeks ago, when one of the 
college professors was driving. This 
is a very interesting summons owing 
to the fact that the matter of capit- 
ulations is still under discussion at 
Lausanne. We attended the court 
and were acquitted. 

I expect to start home about July, 
stopping probably for short visits in 
Switzerland, France and England. 
But it is home that I would be, “in 
that beautiful big country across the 
rolling seas, where the air is full of 
sunshine and the flag is full of 
stars.”

P.S.—I wonder if the communities 
would be interested in receiving let- 
ters from Turkish young men and 
women, seeking to express the atti- 
tude of the younger generation to- 
ward the future of Turkey. I really 
believe a great service could be done 
in bringing about in this way a bet- 
ter understanding and sympathy be- 
“ween America and Turkey. I have 
suggested this idea to several of the 
leaders of Moslem work here, who 
have been enthusiastic about it. They 
have suggested the possibility of co-| 
operating with the government. at 
Angora on the proposition and in- 


writing to the friends in Upland and 
Ontario who so promptly and gener- 
ously sent you funds in responce to 
your cable after the capture of 
Smyrna, I want to send you a word 
about the part of the money you 
were good enough to entrust to me. 

Early in October I interested my- 
self in the condition of prisoners of 
war, Turkish prisoners both civil and 
military in Greece, and the thousands 
of .prisoners, also both civil and mili- 


tary in Turkey. I found that prac- 
tically nothing was being done to 
facilitate their interchange of letters 
and funds. Taking this matter up 
with the Red Cross Society in Athens, 
the Red Crescent Societies; in Con- 
stantinople and Smyrna, the efficient 
Y. M. C. A.’s in Athens and Constan- 
tinople, and the Disaster Relief Com- 
mittee, of which I was a member in 
Smyrna, I was able to secure the in- 
terest of all, get hundreds of letters 
started on their way, and a means 
organized whereby since then thous- 
ands of drachmas and lires have 
been sent from friends to prisoners 
on the other side. So important has 
this work now become that the Y. 
M. Cc. A. is taking it up on a large 
scale, our Professor Birge has been 
loaned to head it up, and several 
Americans will give most of their 
time to it. The start I was able to 
make in this direction in securing 
the attention of these other organiza- 
tions was financed for a small sum 
by your fund, and as in other in- 
stances, the prompt arrival of this 
gift made possible work which a larg- 
er sum later on might not have ac- 
complished. Please pass this word 
on with my hearty thanks to those 
whose gifts made it possible. 

You have also made it possible. for 
us to send clothing and money to 
some twenty of our college students 
who are held as prisoners of war 
in Magnesia, some forty miles in the 
interior. These are young men, most 
of them with stories which would 
read like fiction, who after many 
vicissitudes were accepted as stu- 
dents in St. Paul’s Institute Tarsus, 
and from them transferred to us 
after the Cilicia evacuation of De- 
ecember, 1921. They are prisoners 
‘simply because they are of military 
| age. Your gifts have made it al- 
most certain that they will survive 
their hard experience and “in as
